Ohio Set Aside Law Upheld; 


District Judge Overruled

The State Set Aside Law, 
which U.S. District Judge 
Joseph Kinneary of Columbus 
ruled unconstitutional early 
last year was held constitu- 
tional Tuesday by a three- 
judge panel of the Sixth Dis- 
trict Court of Appeals in 
Cincinnati. 


Kinneary, in a Dec. 15 deci- 
sion, ruled that the Sét Aside, 
law, setting aside some state 
contracts for minority firms’ 
biddings, was unconstitutional 
in that it was reverse dis- 
crimination, ;

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6 Month Homicide Count Lower Than 1982: : 
-Many Deaths Caused By Domestic Squabbies

As of July 1, there were 28 
homicides in Columbus, com- 
pared to 51 the same time in 
1982. 

Several Columbus Police 
Homicide detectives have their 
own theory why the decrease. 

One detective said the 
upswing in the economy is a 
contributing factor. Still 
another detective said it could 
be due to a “decrease in popu- 
lation in high-crime areas.” 

A detective said police are 
seeing less homicide occur- 
ring in bars but an increase in 
deaths resulting from domestic 
disputes this year. 

Although detectives aren't 
investigating as many homi- 
cides, several detectives said 
that they have enough aggra- 
vated assaults to keep them 
busy. 

The first fatality of the year 
occurred Jan. 1 about 6 a.m. 
Greg A. Sone, 24, 755 Steitzer 
Rd. Trailer #116, was shot and 
killed after he and two friends 
forced their way into an apart- 
ment of a friend of a man his 
brother -had argued with 
earlier.

city officials for a revitalization. 

Later that year, the groupata 
meeting, formed the Reeb- 
Hosack Area Planning Com- 
mittee, which has since been 
the ombudsman for tlie people. 

With persistent efforts, the 
group succeeded in April 26, 
1972:in-getting the area zoned 
primarily for residential use.

For months we have been hearing cheery reports from the 
Administration and others heralding the end of the recession and 
the beginning of a full fledged economic recovery. 

While the latest government statistics show economic activity 
to have increased in the last three months, it is hardly good news 
for the over 20 million Americans who are still suffering the 
ravages of involuntary unemployment.and underemployment. 

Even the Administration admits readily and openly that, 
“Based on the current economic outlook, we Will have high 
unemployment for several years.” If current policies continue, 
unemployment is not expected to decline to its pre-recession 
level until after 1988; at the earliest! 

The Commissioner of the Bureau of Labor Statistics, Janet 
‘Norwood, recently told a group of business writers that eco- 
nomic recovery alone will not be enough for certain groups of 
workers. Without additional help, blacks, women, youth and dis- 

_ Placed workers will be left behind, despite the recent pick-up in 
economic activity. 

When the private sector is unable to produce enough jobs for 
those who are willing and able to work, it is the government's 
responsibility to step in and create the opportunities so that 

. individuals can provide a livelihood for themselves and their 
‘families. 

The current Administration and its allies in the Congress have 
taken-a-hands-off attitude to the problem-_ot joblessness,_Their 
theory is that given enough time,a series of government incen- 
tives to businesses and more affluent individuals to increase 
Savings and investments will eventually “trickle down” to pro- 
duce jobs and prosperity for the majority of Americans, and those 
who are at the bottom of the economic ladder 

Such discredited theory has never worked..in the American 
economy. Itis economically absurd and morally bankrupt forthe 
governmentto sit idly by when the nation is confronted with more 
than 20 million people looking for work. 

The economic and human costs of delaying action on jobs is 

staggering. Each additional percentage point of unemployment 

adds $25-$30 billion.to the Federal deficit, as a result of lost tax 
revenues and higher welfare and other assistance payments. The 
human costs of unemployment are even more tragic and not even 
measurable in monetary terms. High rates of joblessness has 
been shown to make family health conditions worse, increase 
alcoholism and decrease the stability of the family unit. The 
effects of unemployment are felt not only by the unemployed 
individuals themselves, but by their children and their communi- 
ties as well. ; 


4In+response tothis situation-abittis moving through Congress — 


which would constitute an essential first step towards reversing 
the devastating level of unemployment our coutnry is facing, 
geared primarily to providing employment opportunities for the 
fong-term unemployed. H.R. 1036, the Community Renewal 
Employment Act, introduced by Congressman Augustus F. 
Hawkins (D-Calif.), Chairman of the Employment Opportunities 
Subcommittee, and cosponsored by over 100 Members of Con- 
gress, would authorize the funding of approximately one million 
jobs. 

The recently passed Congressional Budget contains funding 
for H.R. 1036. The 10.1% official unemployment rate, and 20.6% 
rate for blacks, and 48.2% rate for black youths, certainly docu- 
ments the need for such a public jobs program. 

The Community Renewal Employment Act would fund jobs in 
the repair, maintenance or rehabilitation of essential public facili- 
ties, including renovation of educational facilities; the rehabilita- 
tion and conservation.of public lands and resources; and services 
suth-as health-care; emergency food and shelter and child care. 

The bill is targeted to areas experiencing high rates of unem- 
ployment, and priority is given to those individuals who have 
been unemployed t5 weeks or longer and who have depleted 
their unemployment insurance 

H.R: 1036 is scheduled for a vote in the House of Representa- 
tives in mid-July. The Congressional Black Caucus supports 
passage Of this bill, as well as a broad coalition of civil rights, 
religious, labor, women's and other community groups. H.R. 
1036 is a necessary first step to reduce unemployment, and 
passage of this bill is really a matiqgot survival for many of our 
hard pressed communities.

Washington, D.C. Vendors gener- 
ally compete for the most profita- 
ble corners on which to set up their 
vending stands. Several years ago, 
Blacks had a monopoly on the best 
corners but this seems to- have 
changed.

This was their 
method of reserving this choice 
location for themselves. Now, one 
can find many choice merchandis- 
ing corners. under the complete 
control of families of immigrants 
who only recently arrived in this 
country. 

Until recently, small Black- 
owned Mom and Pop grocery 
stores could be found scattered 
throughout the city. Most of them 


Death PenaltyShould Be Scrapped 


Over a decade-after the 
Supreme Court overturned death 
penalty laws because they were 
“arbitrary” and “capricious,” more 
than 1,100 people are on prison 
Death Rows, sentenced to the 
maximum penalty of all. 

They are there because some 38 


' states adjusted their laws to meet 


Supreme Court restrictions on the 
penalty. Those laws were carefully 
framed to meet the test of constitu- 
tionality, yet the death penalty 
remains as arbitrary and capri- 
cious as it was when the Supreme 
Court acted in 1972. 

The experience of the past 

decade demonstrates that the 
death penalty violates the Consti- 
tution’s mandate against “cruel 
and unusual punishment." It 
should be scrapped. 
__The death penalty fails to meet 
the minimum tests that should be 
applied to so extreme a punish- 
ment. For a penalty to be morally 
acceptable in a civilized society it 
must be uniformly applied, fair, 
humane and swift. There is no way 
the death penalty can meet those 
minimum standards. 

Uniform application, for exam- 
ple, is clearly impossible. There 
are 18,000 homicides a year in the 
United States, but the chance of a 
murderer being executed are less 
than one in 20,000. P 

The death sentence depends on 
neither the crime nor the criminal- 
-it depends on whether the crime 

.occurred in a state with the 
penalty, and on extraneous facts 
surrounding the crime, including 


__the race of the offender and of the 


victim. 

The death penalty cannot be 
applied fairly. It is hardly an acci- 
dentthat disproportionate 
numbers of the people sentenced 
to death are poor and black. It is 
not that their crimes are more 
deserving of the punishment, but 
that class and racial factors often 
are the key determinants in 
sentencing. 

Studies of those receiving the

It was circumstances such as 
these that led the Court to strike 
down existing death penalty laws 
in 1972 and those circumstances 
still prevail despite the formal 
changes in state laws. 

“Standards of fairness are also 
suspended when two men take 
part in a crime that results in a 
murder and one is executed while 
the other turns state's evidence 
and gets a prison term. That's what 
happened in Texas last year. Even 
the state prosecutor in the case 
vainly pleaded for a stay of execu- 
tion on the grounds that the sent- 
ences of the two offenders were 
grossly disproportionate. * 

And how humane can a punish- 
ment be when it results in such 
occurrences as the malfunction- 
ing electric chair in Alabama that 
led executioners to throw the 
switch three times in ten minutes 
before finally declaring the victim 
dead? 

The swiftness of punishment is 
considered to be important--at 
least one Supreme Court justice 
has complained about the endless 
appeals in death penalty cases 
that drag on for years. But he’s 
wrong. To deny the opportunity to 
take every avenue of appeal is not 
to practice justice but to withhold 
it. Human life is more important 
than the tidy bookkeeping of the 
courts. 

And the sanctity of human life is 
at the core of the debate over the

lower-class neighborhoods are 
stores owned by enterprising non- 
Americans. The new owners form 
Purchase Alliances, purchase 
products in quantity, get lower 
prices due to their large purchases 
and are, t@ereby, able to sell their 
products at a lower price that is 
competitive with stores that are 
located nearby.

This is the precise practice that 
was followed by Jewish entrepre- 
néurs many years ago.

Few Black businesses did this and 
were forced to sell because they 
could not make a profit. They were 
actually competing against them- 
selves. For years, Black residents 
were dependent upon people who 
were not of their racial origin, and 
who did not live in their neighbor- 
hood, for the basic and vital means 
of survival. 

The situation is repeating itself

For Power 


and Blacks are becoming once 
again dependent. Theirown survi- 
val is still not in their hands. Many 
Blacks who frequent neighbor- 
hood stores that are nowowned by 
other ethnics can recite horror sto- 
ries of the discourtesies to them 
when they goto thecorner store to 
buy a loaf of bread. 


The most pathetic part of all of 
this is that Blacks, who were next 
in line toown stores in their neigh- 
borhdods, have been leapfrogged 
by other ethnics who use predic- 
table enterprising methods to 


exert control - while Blacks con- 
tinue their stereotyped roles of 
non-producing consumers - who 
have little control over their own 
destinies. 


The lines of Blacks waiting to 
buy get longer and longer. The 
racially exclusive businesses get 
stronger and stronger. Blacks as 
owners and entrepreneurs get 
weaker and weaker. Why do 
Blacks continue to buy from the 
very stores that will not hire thera? 


With the death penalty, the state 
in effect says that murder is the 
worst of crimes, while itself taking 
human life. That's a morally unte- 
nable position. 

The excuse for all this is sup- 
posed to be deterrence, but no one 
has ever proved convincingly that 
the death penalty deters; in fact, 
some Claim it even incites some 
unstable people to commit 
murder. 

The only moral as well as practi- 
cal response to the injustices of 
the death penalty is to abolish it.

Sometimes one wonders just

Instead of them unifying as solid 
American citizens, diversity is 
rampant, because the immigrants 
did not divest themselves of the 
vestiges of those other lands from 
which they came. 

But on the 4th of July, are they 
out in our parks having a gay time 
at_picnics-no,-no,no-they're par- 
ading around carrying Old Glory 
with pride. 

It seems that the melting pot of 
peoples into one American 
nationality has never been more 
than a lukewarm idea that never 
seems. to get up to the boiling 
point. 

For the last 60 years, the black 
man of America has been search- 
ing around for famous Africans 
and famous African countries. 
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“Why? Just to prove to the white 
world that there were some Afri- 
cans who had BRAINS to do some- 
thing towards nation ‘building or

The new bishop in charge of 
Central Ohio's 195,333 Cathol- 
ics says the church should 
acknowledge the culture and 
traditions of its minority 
mentbers for therein lies the 
beauty and strength of the 
church. 

There are about 20,000 black 
Catholics in Ohio. Approxi- 
mately ten to eleven percent of 
therm are within the: Columbus 
diocese. 

«Jda.an interview with the 
GALL & POST, Bishop James 
A. Griffin said sometimes 
bfacks abandon their traditions 
for-the sake of the church. 
“Fhey shouldn't,” he said. 
Referring to the recent 
Statewide Black Catholic Gon- 
ference held in Worthington, 
the bishop said blacks are dis- 
covering that they don't have to 
sacrifice their-cultures forthe 


sake of Catholicism. Diversi-’ 


ties add richness and beauty to 
the. church. 

“We want to see our 
members as black Catholics,

Catholics, Hispanic Catholics 

.. but realize that they are dif- 

terent but equal.” 
Commenting on the confer- 


ence theme, “We are called ...” 


Weare gifted ...We are black...

Strides in accepting the cul- 
tures and traditions of its black 
members noting that gospel 
music, a significant part of 
black culture, has now become 
a-part-of Catholic ‘worship: 

“We-should not see men as 
homogenous. We should see 
their differences, appreciate 
their gifts and rejoice.”

Father James Jones said he 
does not like being labeled a 
“black Catholic”. Jones, priest 
of St. Dominic church, 453 N. 
20th St. said no distinction is 
made at his parish. 

Acknowledging that he 
chose not to participate in the 
black Catholic conference, 
Jones said he saw the pier 
ence as a racist movement 
deliberately started to segre- 
gate blacks in the church. 

“No one has ever started a 
church for redheads and 
there's enough of them to 
make a distinction, isn't 
there?"’ he asked. “So why 
should there be a separate 
church for blacks?” 

Father Jones, currently the 
only black priestintheGeltym-=- 
bus diocese, says he has no 
African culture.

On the other hand, Arthur 


Rankin, co-organizer of the 
black Catholic conference said 
many blacks are turned off by 
the Catholic church.

Rankin said the purpose of

Audits Successful 


®* The Inspector General, James 
B. Thomas, of the Department of 
Education, presented a 44 page 
report to Congress, full of investi- 
gations of expenditures of federal 
education funds totaling more 
than $20 miliion, which he believes 
should be recovered. 

He conducted audits fora 
period of six months and the inves- 
tigations resulted in nearly 83 
indictments, 67 convictions and 
fines, and settlements amounting 
to $570,000. 


National Urban Coalition 
Urges Jobs Bill Approval 


M. Carl Holman, president of the 
National Urban Coalition, called 
for Congressional approval of the 
‘Community Renewal Employment 
Act, which is an emergency 
employment program that would 
put some one million people back 
to work. 

Holman said, “there are over 13 
million people out of work in Amer- 
ica, while at the same time repairs, 
rehabilitation, and maintenance of 
public facilities, including public 
schools, are being postponed by 
State and local governments.” 

The one million jobs created by 
the Act would be targeted toward 
high unemployment areas and to 
individuals who have been unem- 
ployed for 15 of the last 20 weeks. 
A priority status will be given to 
those who have exhausted or are 
ineligible for unemployment insu- 
rance, particularly to those who 
have been unemployed the long- 
est and are in families where no 
other family member is a full-time 
employee. 


Holman continued to point out 
that, “this summer, some three mil- 
lion high schoot graduates and 
almost 10 million 16-19 year olds 
will be in search of jobs, many-of 


whom have no hope of finding 


work in the private sector." 
Holman asked that “the tong 
promised economic recovery is 
even weaker than the Administra- 
tion’s own forecast, which pro- 
jected the lowest growth rate of 
any post-World War I! recovery.” 
“Minority youth unemployment 
remains at an intolerable 50 per- 
cent. The present economic rec- 
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ow, all net proceeds — profits — generated 

by the Lottery are going into Ohio's Basic Educational 
Fund. That means the money is earmarked for schools. 
Every public school and every state supported college 
and university in Ohio. 

It's what you’ve wanted since the Lottery began nine , 
years ago. During those nine years, Lottery profits — over 
$620,000,000 — have gone to the State's General Rev- 
enue Fund, and have been allocated by the Ohio General 
Assembly for education, and other state services, as well. 


But now schools are the beneficiaries of every dollar

Set Aside Law Upheld; 
District Judge Overruled

Following Kinneary’s ruling, 
Judge Nathaniel R. Jones of 
the Sixth Court of Appeals 
granted a stay of the action 
which was subsequently 
upheld by the full court. 

Under the Set Aside law, 
enacted by the Ohio Legisla- 
ture in. 1980 and signed by 
former Gov. James A. Rhodes 
in December 1980, minority 
businesses, for the first time in 
history, were assured of a 
piece of the state's spending. 

The la“ provided that five 
percent of state construction 
projects and 15 percent of 
goods and services purchased 
be set aside for minority 
businesses. 

The law also requires that 
seven percent of all subcon- 
tractors on construction pro- 
jects be minorities. 

The law remained in affect 
during the deliberation of the 
suit and the appeal. - 

State Sen. William F. Bowen, 
D-Cincinnati, regarded by 
many as the father of the Set 
Aside Law, commented on the 
Appeals Court decision during 
a CALL & POST interview 
Tuesday. 

“I'm both happy and proud,” 
he said.

Columbia Gas of Ohio reports that needy 
customers who recently participated in the 
company's test weatherization program in 
Columbus can now expect a 20 percent 
reduction in heating gas usage during a 
normal_winter. This represents_a projected 
average savigns of $180 per household over 
a full 12 months for those households stu- 
died, according to Columbia Gas. 

The test program showed that relatively 
minor weatherization adjustments can 
result in a quick payback of the initial 
investment. Columbia spent about $110 per 
household for weatherization materials, 
equipment adjustments and repairs result- 
ing in a payback period of less than one 


heating season. 


“We have long advocated weatherization 
and conservation programs as the long- 
term solution to keeping home-heating bills 
under control,” Columbia Chairman Marvin. 
E. White said.-“Although it is not generally 
part of our business to do weatherization of 
customers’ homes, we undertook this pro- 
ject as a public service to show conclusively 
that weatherization is a feasible, long-term 
solution. This program demonstrates that a 
few basic and fairly inexpensive actions can 
dramatically reduce a family’s gas usage.”
